Jim lloane'ii llnnk Account. 

Nowadays, if you lose your sav- 
ings-hank book all you have to do is 
to notify the bank to stop payment 
on it. In many other ways, too, 
depositors are now safeguarded from 
loss.

The United States Government 
borrowed money from you to finance 
the War.

They have engaged 
iu fights against insect pests and 
have made notes on different 
varieties of birds. 

Thousands of American boys 
who a year or so ago were absolute 
ly helpless iu the open can now be 
depended upon to find their way 
about, looook their own meals, to 
choose a ptoper camp site and to 
erect a comfortable shelter. Thou 
sands of American hoys who 
formerly kn«<w little or nothing of 
nature can now recognize many 
different kinds of trees and give the 
names of dozens of wild flowers; 
can easily recognize the more 
common birds and know enough 
about mushrooms to avoid being 
poisoned. 

The activities of Hoy Scout 
Week will include special Scout ser- 
vices in clinches of all denomina- 
tions, outdoor rallies, overnight 
hikes, barbecues, Held days demon 
slratioim Gamps, and competitions 
iii outdoor features of all kinds. 

On Sunday, May 110th, the open- 
ing da] Of Hoy Scout Week, special 
set vices in which Scouts will patlici 
pale ate planned by churches of all 
denominations. Programs of Scout 
ing activities will he held through 
the week, and Friday, June 4th, 
will be observed as Hike and Camp 
I > » > A nationwide Field Day pro- 
gram will be held on Sat unlay, 
June 5th, with com petitions in ten l 
pitching, lire building, wall scaling, 
signaling, tower and bridge build 
tag and demonst rations of first aid 
and life-saving.
